THE CYCLE OF LIFE 


Although the illusion that the span of 
life is fixed has been dispelled, the fail­ 
ure of science and concerted effort to 
prolong that part which lies beyond mid­ 
dle age is pointed out by the insurance 
department of the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States in a bulletin on “ The 
Silent Sickness of Middle A g e.” 
“ During the past four centuries,” the 
department 
says, 
“ about 
thirty-seven 
years have been added to the average 
lifetime of man. 
Thirteen of these ad­ 
ded life years have been gained since 
1897. 
These figures destroy the tradi­ 
tion that the life cycle of man is fixed 
and justify sound hope for the future. 
“ No particular social or economic merit 
is secured in merely prolonging the total 
life span without making specific gains 
during the ag es of g reatest economic pro­ 
ductiveness existing within it. 
A simple 
examination of death rates show’s that, in 
so far as extension of life is concerned 
during the late adult years when most 
can be done by the individual in the way 
of contributing toward the social and eco­ 
nomic welfare of the community and na­ 
tion, not very much has been accomplish­ 
ed. 
The gains in average life expectancy 
in this part of the life span have been 
nominal. 
The chief life gains are re­ 
flected in reductions of the death rate 
under middle age. 
No important gains in 
longevity have been effected at the age 
of fifty-two and beyond; that is, the 
present expectiation of life at age fifty- 
two in the United States is now about the 
same as it was in 1789.
